ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OPPICSR  OP  HEALTH 
POR  THE  YEAR  ENDING-  31st  DECE'IBER,  1949* 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1949# 

The  general  health  of  the  community  of  the  St,  Thomas  Rural  District 
has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  with  the  exception  of  a 
rather  high  incidence  of  Measles,  no  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases 
have  occurred. 


The  live  birth  rate  during  the  year  was  rather  less  than  that  for  the 
previous  year,  and  was  also  below  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  whilst 
the  death  r  ite  though  rather  higher  than  that  for  1948,  was  below  that 
for  England  and  Males.  The  method  of  computing  death  rates  has  been 
altered  this  year  and  in  this  connection  I  would  refer  you  to 
paragraph  6  of  the  text. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  68.36  was  the  highest  for  the  last  10 
years  and  one  elderly  lady  reached  101  years  of  age  before  death. 

Regarding  sewage  disposal  in  the  district,  the  unsatisfactory  methods 
of  disposal  in  the  Exe  Valley  were  the  subjects  of  a  representation  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Council  in  their  wisdom  have  called 
upon  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  schemes  for  the  disposal  of 
sewage  in  both  the  Exe  Valley  district  and  the  Otter  Valley  district. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
£Jt.  Thomas  Rural  District  Council  and  all  members  of  the  Staff  for  the 
help  and  co-operation  shown  to  me  during  the  year  under  review.

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3.  LIVE  BIRTH  RATE 

During  1949,  232  male  and  183  female  (total  415)  children  were  born, 
which  is  4  fewer  male  and  36  fewer  female  births  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  live  birth  rate  of  13,34  was  lower  than  that  of  the  previous 
year  and  is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales  (16,7).

(0,5l)  shows  an  increase  over  that  for  the  previous  year  (0,36)  and  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  (o,39), 

6.  DEATHS 

In  considering  death  rates  it  is  desirable  to  outline  briefly  the 
various  nomenclatures  used  in  the  recording  thereof.  There  are  three 
rates  in  common  use  at  present,  viz, 

(a)  Crude  death  rate.  By  which  is  understood  the  rates  between  the  number 
of  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  and  the  population  of  that  district 
during  a  given  period  (usually  one  year),  and  the  number  of  deaths  is 
calculated  per  1,000  of  the  population  during  that  period, 

(b)  Corrected  death  rate.  This  represents  the  number  of  deaths  per  1,000  of 
the  population  per  year  after  deductions  and  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  number  of  deaths  for  those  which  have  occurred  in  the  district  in 
persons  nor  ■.illy  residing  outside  the  district  or  those  dying  outside 

the  district  and  normally  residing  within  the  district. 

This  is  the  rate  which  has  been  given  in  reports  sinoe  1940, 

(c)  Standardised  death  rate.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  mortality  varies 
greatly  with  different  age  groups  and  any  district  in  which  there  resides 
a  relatively  high  proportion  of  elderly  people  will  have  a  higher 

death  rate  than  another  district  with  a  low  proportion  of  such  elderly 

persons. 

Therefore  before  comparing  the  death  rates  of  one  locality 
with  those  of  another  it  is  necessary,  before  any  correct  conclusions 
can  be  drawn  from  the  comparison,  to  eliminate  the  influence  of 


r 
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unusual  age  and.  sex  distribution  of  the  population  and  this  is  done  by 
multiplying  the  corrected  death  rate  by  a  "standardising  factor"*  The 
standardising  iactor  is  computed  by  the  Registrar  General  and  supplied 
to  the  individual  local  authorities  each  year* 

Since  1939  the  issue  of  standardising  factors  has  been 
suspended,  but  the  Registrar  General  is  once  again  providing  the 
necessary  factors  and  in  future  death  rates  will  be  recorded  as 
"standardised  death  rates"* 

^uring  194-9,  3&2  persons  normally  residing  in  the 
district  died  (173  males  189  fie males )  which  represents  a  corrected  death 
rate  of  11,  o,  but  which  when  allowance  for  age  and  sex  distribution  has 
been  made  represents  a  "standardised  death  rate"  of  9.6  The  rate  is 
lower  than  the  death  rate  of  England  &  Vales  as  a  whole  (11. 7)

11.  KEASLEo 

The  number  of  notifications  of  .Measles  showed  a  marked  increase  over 
that  for  1948  and  of  the  4-68  cases  notified  only  one  was  admitted  to 
Isolation  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 


12.  SCARLET  FEVER 

Although  there  were  53  cases  notified  the  disease  was  of  a  very  mild 
type,  16  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  not  because  of  the  severity  of 
the  illness,  but  because  of  difficulties  in  isolating  the  cases  at  home. 
The  cases  which  occurred  were  sporadic  in  distribution  throughout  the 
dis trict*

13.  ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 


Of  the  three  definite  cases  which  occurred  one  a  'woman  of  2 6  years 
died.  She  normally  resided  in  Lympstone.  The  second  case  was  that  of  a 
man  aged  21  of  Topsbam,  and  the  third  case  that  of  a  boy  of  6  years  at 
Brampford  Speke, 

14.  DIPHTHERIA  and  DIPHTHERIA  I'  LiUNESATION 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  Diptheria  immunisation  should  be  given  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  child  has  reached  the  age  of  eight  months,  and  consists  of  a  course 
of  two  injections  of  A.P.T.  with  one  month’s  interval  between  the  two 
injections.  The  protection  thus  provided  should  be  maintained  by  means 
of  a  single  reinforcing  injection  at  5  years  of  age  and  a  second 
reinforcing  injection  at  10  years  of  age. 

The  immunisation  injection  may  be  given  by  the  child’s  own  doctor, 
the  Medical  Officers  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  or  by  the 
Assistant  Schools  Medical  Officers, 

During  1949  429  children  received  initial  immunisation  and  392  were 
given  reinforcing  injections, 

15.  TUBERQi  POSTS 

During  1949  39  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  viz.  16 
males  and  23  females,  12  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  two  large 
Institutions  in  the  District,

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SURVEYOR  AND  .ENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 
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The  Surveyor  and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  has  kindly  submitted  the 
following  report : - 

”  (i)  SEPERAGE  - 

Some  38  yards  of  6"  sewer  have  teen  laid  at  Exton  in  the  parish  of 
Woodbury,  and  some  75  yards  of  6"  sewer  near  the  Pound,  Woodbury.  In  the 
first  case  the  extension  was  provided  to  take  drainage  from  existing 
properties  with  cesspits  'which  were  causing  a  nuisance.  In  the  latter  case 
the  extension  'was  carried  out  (with  a  contribution  towards  the  cost  from 
the  occupier  of  a  new  Bungalow)  to  take  drainage  from  that  property. 

In  addition  there  have  been  several  new  drainage  and  sewer  extensions 
laid  in  connection  with  new  housing  schemes,  particularly  in  the  parishes 
of  Brampford  Speke,  Broadclyst,  Exminster,  Ide,  Kenton  and  Starcros3, 

P inhoe  and  Rhimple. 

The  proposed  electrically -opera ted  motor  and  pump  to  act  in  connection 
with  the  Air  Lift  at  Exminster  Sewage  Works  has  not  yet  been  installed,  and 
the  Air  Lift  is  now  practically  out  of  action.  Temporary  arrangements  have 
been  made  by  installing  a  petrol  motor  and  pump,  but  this  is  not  satisfactory. 
I  consulted  the  makers  of  the  Air  Lift,  and  it  would  appear  that  it  would  be 
very  expensive  and  uneconomical  to  put  the  Lift  into  proper  working  order. 

Hence  it  is  now  recommended  that  the  Air  Lift  be  abolished  and  a  larger 
electrically-operated  motor  and  pump  (to  work  automatically)  be  installed 
to  deal  with  the  low  level  sewage  to  the  Outfall. 

The  Pinhoe  Sewage  Works  have  been  maintained  as  well  as  possible  during 
the  year  in  spite  of  adverse  conditions,  but  it  is  important  that  the  new 
sewer  from  Konkerton  to  the  Outfall  Works  be  installed  and  the  Outfall 
Works  brought  up  to  date,  or  the  sewage  carried  to  a  main  intercepting 
s ewer  which  could  deal  with  sewage  along  the  Glyst  Valley. 

At  the  Alphington  Camp  Site  occupued  by  "squatters",  we  have  had  some 
trouble  with  the  sewage  disposal  works  which  were  constructed  by  the  V/ar 
Office  during  the  last  war.  Certain  remedial  works  have  been  proposed 
and  it  is  hoped  they  will  soon  be  carried  out. 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  during  the  year  regarding 
Bridford  Sewage  Outfall,  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  asked  to 
prepare  a  scheme. 

The  proposed  new  sewer  and  Disposal  dorks  at  Christow,  which  are 
necessary  before  the  hew  Council  houses  can  be  built,  are  still  under 
consideration,  but  I  trust  will  be  constructed  at  an  early  date. 

(ii)  WATER  SUPPLIES  - 

During  the  year  -under  review  3"  and  4"  mains  have  been  extended  as 

f ollows :  - 

Southerton  (Harpford)  -  1,290  yards 

Exeter  Road,  Topsham  -  180  yards 

The  extension  of  the  mains  from  Exeter  City  to  Exminster,  consisting 
of  3",  4"  and  6"  mains,  was  making  good  progress  at  the  end  -f  the  year. 

When  completed  this  extension  will  be  a  great  improvement,  and  some  9,300 
yards  of  piping  will  have  been  laid.  In  connection  with  this  scheme  there 
is  a  proposal  to  carry  a  further  extension  along  the  Exeter— Starcross  road 
to  some  six  additional  cottages,  and  to  serve  some  agricultural  properties. 

Although  the  work  on  the  extension  of  the  main  from  Starcross  to 
Kenton  did  not  commence  before  the  end  of  the  current  year  it  was 
anticipated  to  start  early  in  1950.  This  work  will  involve  the  construction 
of  a  reservoir,  the  installation  of  pump  and  rising  main,  and  some  9,000 
yards  of  service  mains. 

The  proposed  laying  of  a  main  at  Bicton,  unfortunately,  was  not  carried 
very  far  during  the  year* 
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A  small  improved  water  supply  scheme  was  carried  out  in  the  Artichoke 
area  of  Chris  tow,  but  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  carry  out  the  intermediate 
scheme  with  a  supply  from  what  is  known  locally  as  "Emily’s  Meadow", 

This  should  be  in  hand  during  the  coming  year. 

Water  mains  were  extended  some  660  yards  to  the  new  housing  site  at 
East  Budleigh. 

The  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  Lympstone  Watermain  to  the 
Gulliford  aroa  was  prepared  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 
It  is  hoped  the  work  will  commence  during  the  year  1950.  This  will  include 
the  extension  of  the  3"  main  with  a  5"  main  in  the  main  road  to  link  up 
with  the  proposed  main  Regional  Scheme,  as  and  when  it  is  carried  out. 

The  new  Council  housing  site  at  Whiraple  is  to  be  supplied  with  water 
from  Messrs  ./hiteway's  supply  by  arrangement  with  the  Company. 

V/ATER  SAMPLES: 

During  the  year  132  samples  of  water  were  taken  (124  bacteriological 
and  8  chemical). 

The  following  is  a  tabulation  of  results  of  the  bacteriological 
examinations  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health's  classifications

At  the  end  of  the  year  1949  of  the  total  7,920  houses  in  the 
District  3279  were  connected  to  the  Public  Water  Mains,  and 
240  houses  /ere  served  by  Stand  Pipes. 

(iii)  HOUSING  Aid)  BUILDING  LICENCING  - 

The  number  of  plans  submitted  during  the  year  was  478,  of  which 
347  were  Approved,  19  Disapproved,  and  the  remainder  still  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  1949 • 

Of  the  applications  submitted,  77  were  to  erect  new  dwellings,  11  to 
convert  existing  buildings  into  dwellings  and  flats*  The  reminder  were 
for  additions,  alterations,  lay  outs,  site  plans,  etc.  etc* 

During  the  year  1949  only  4  building  licences  were  issued  by  the 
Council  to  erect  new  dwellings  (the  remainder  of  the  Counoil's  quota 
under  this  head  had  been  issued  in  1948  by  consent  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health).  Two  licences  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  in  respect  of 
two  farm  houses  and  one  licence  by  the  Council  out  of  its  1950  quota 
in  respect  of  a  conversion  of  an  existing  building  into  a  dwelling. 

The  restrictions  on  the  number  of  licences  to  erect  new  dwellings 
continued  throughout  the  year,  whilst  the  number  of  applications  for  such 
licences  increased  with  the  result  that  there  were  some  70  applications 
still  in  abeyance  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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With  regard  to  general  licencing  for  repairs,  maintenance,  additions, 
sanitation,  etc. ,  the  ceiling  figure  remained  at  £246  weekly  throughout  the 
year,  to  cover  all  works  required  to  be  carried  out  in  excess  of  the  £100 
free  limit  in  45  parishes  covering  an  area  of  approx*  180  square  miles. 

This  weekly  figure  of  £246  continued  to  be  insufficient  to  meet  all  demands 
for  building  licences  in  excess  of  the  £100  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
some  thousands  of  pounds  worth  of  work  in  many  applications  remained  to  be 
carried  over  to  1950. 

With  regard  to  conversions  to  provide  additional  family  units  of 
accommodation,  the  position  remained  throughout  the  year  as  in  1948,  viz. 
that  the  prior  consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  had  to  be  obtained  to  any 
expenditure  in  excess  of  £500  and/or  a  xxbg  of  softwood  in  excess  of  0.2 
standards.  It  would  appear,  however,  that  on  the  One  hand  applications  to 
erect  new  dwellings  piled  up,  whilst  the  number  of  building  licences  which 
could  be  issued  by  the  Council  remained  stationary  and  the  very  sma.ll 
weekly  ceiling  allowance  of  £246  mentioned  above  proved  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands.  One  could  only  wish  that  the  Council  could  be  given  a  larger 
quota  or  ceiling  figure  for  repairs  etc.  and  also  a  larger  number  of 
licences  to  build  new  houses  by  private  enterprise. 

(iv. )  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

During  the  year  1949  six  new  licences  were  granted,  viz*  2  at  Broadclyt 
1  at  Otterton,  1  at  Starcross,  1  at  Christow  and  1  at  VJhimple.

During  the  season  109  visits  we re  made  to  registered  premises  and  48 
samples  were  taken. 

Most  of  the  manufacturers  of  ice  c  earn  in  Exeter  and  Exmouth,  also  some 
from  Newton  Abbot,  Sherborne  and  Bristol  supply  to  retailers  within  the 
district,  in  addition  to  wholesale  manufacturers  such  as  Walls,  Lyons  and 
Eldorado,  Much  loose  ice  cream  is  retailed  from  motor  vans  throughout 
the  area  and  the  whole  of  such  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  other  districts. 
It  was  found  very  difficult  in  the  latter  cases  to  get  any  fair  percentage 
of  samples.  One  pleasing  feature  is  that  out  of  35  registered  premises 
actually  retailing  the  commodity  26  are  selling  the  pre-packed  article.

It  is  an  interesting  and  pleasing  point  to  note  the  percentage  of 
satisfactory  results  has  gone  up  13 3*/=  and  failures  down  a  similar  amount, 
despite  the  fact  that  more  than  half  of  those  in  Grade  4  were  not  valid 
due  to  the  heat  wave  of  1949* 

(vi. )  MOVEABLE  POLLINGS  - 

During  the  year  1949  there  were  27  applications  received  for 
licences  authorising  land  to  be  used  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings, 
and  of  these  18  were  granted  and  9  refused.  As  previously  pointed  out 
land  can  be  used  for  moveable  dwellings  for  a  period  of  40  days  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  without  a  licence,  or  for  28  days  under  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  which  makes  it  very  difficult  to  control. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  24  licences  in  operation  covering 
periods  up  to  and  including  December  31st,  1949.
